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REMARKS 

Claims 35 to 69 are pending in this application. Claims 1-34 have been canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. New claims 35 to 69 have been added. Support for 
these amendments can be found throughout the specification and claims as originally 
filed. Specifically, written description support for claims 35 and 37 to 41 may be found, 
for example, in original claims 15 and 17 to 21 . 

Written description support for claim 36, including paragraphs 9 to 9.6 of claim 
36, may be found, for example, from original claims 15 and 16 and pages 17 and 18 of 
the specification. Specifically, paragraph 9 of claim 36 sets forth a -NH-C(0)-R 15 
substituent, where R 15 is defined in paragraphs 9.1 to 9.6. Paragraph 9.6 recites that 
R 15 may be "a radical selected from morpholine and pyridine wherein said radical is 
unsubstituted or mono- to penta- substituted" by a number of substituents, including "by 
-(CrCio)-alkyl, wherein alkyl is unsubstituted or mono to tri- substituted independently 
of one another as defined under 7.1 to 7.1 1 ." Support for the "-(Ci-C 10 )-alkyl" being 
mono to tri- substituted independently of one another as defined under 7.1 to 7.1 1 , is 
set forth in paragraph 9.1 of original claim 16; while support for the -(C r Ci 0 )-alkyl of 
paragraph 9.6 being "unsubstituted," can be found, for example, from the R 15 definition 
of paragraph 10 of claim 15 (page 92, lines 4-5 of the specification) and the definitions 
of "substituted aryl" and "alkyl", found on pages 17 and 18 of the specification. Namely, 
the "substituted aryl" claimed in the R 15 definition of paragraph 10 of claim 15, may be 
substituted by an alkyl or substituted alkyl group, as seen from the definition of 
"substituted aryl" on page 18. Since both "alkyl" and "substituted alkyl" are disclosed, 
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and since "alkyl" is defined as a "straight or branched chain hydrocarbon radical having 
1 to 10 carbon atoms such as methyl, ethyl ..." it would be understood that the -(d-C 10 )- 
alkyl of paragraph 9.6 may be "unsubstituted." 

Written description support for claims 42 to 50 may be found, for example, on 
pages 1 8 to 24 of the originally filed specification. Written description support for claim 
51 may be found, for example, on pages 22 to 24 and page 32, lines 10 to 15 of the 
originally filed specification. Written description support for claims 52 to 66 may be 
found, for example, on pages 31 to 32 of the originally filed specification. Written 
description support for claims 67 to 69 may be found, for example, in original claims 1 , 
4, and 5 and on page 32, lines 10 to 15 of the originally filed specification.
